Mail 
all  to  us  in  the  enclosed  self  addressed  envelope.  Follow  directions  "HOW  TO 
ORDER”  on  order  sheet  as  closely  as  possible  and  make  directions  very  plain  as  this 
will  prevent  any  mistakes  occurring.  If  directions  are  omitted  we  will  forward  accord- 
ing to  our  own  judgment.  Small  orders  will  go  cheaper  by  express,  large  orders  by  freight.

APPLE  IS 
“KING  OF  FRUITS ” 

The  apple  is  rightly  called  the  “King  of  Fruits.”  The 
many  uses  to  which  it  can  be  put  make  it  invaluable  to 
the  housewife,  and  the  low  cost  at  which  it  can  be  pro- 
duced will  make  it  a big  factor  in  reducing  the  present  high 
cost  of  living.  If  you  will  give  this  fruit  an  opportunity 
it  will  help  solve  this  serious  question  for  you.  Only  the 
men  and  women  who  have  apple  trees  of  their  own  know 
what  a pleasure  and  how  healthful  it  is  to  eat  the  fresh  ripe 
fruit  picked  from  their  own  trees. 

Recently  the  United  States  courts  decided  that  an  apple 
tree  in  full  bearing  was  worth  at  least  $50.00.  We  doubt 
if  you  could  persuade  any  fruit  growers  to  sell  bearing 
trees  for  this  price.  If  the  tree  is  worth  $50.00  it  must  be 
capable  of  producing  $50.00  worth  of  fruit  at  least.  This 
is  pretty  good  returns  on  an  investment  of  thirty  or  forty 
cents. 

To  those  who  are  planting  apples  commercially  we  wish 
just  to  say  a few  words  in  regard  to  the  present  overpro- 
duction bugaboo  that  we  all  hear  so  much  about.  The 
question  is  often  asked,  “Will  there  be  an  overproduction 
when  all  the  trees  planted  come  into  bearing?”  In  answer 
to  this  we  simply  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact, 
that  fifteen  years  ago  there  were  200,000,000  bearing  apple 
trees  and  at  present  there  are  only  150,000,000,  which  would 
indicate  that  the  death  rate  of  apple  trees  is  greater  than 
the  number  of  young  trees  planted,  and  furthermore,  we 
wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  rapid  increase  in  popula- 
tion of  this  great  country  of  ours.  It  is  very,  very  doubt- 
ful indeed  if  the  supply  will  ever  equal  the  demand  even 
should  none  of  the  old  trees  die  and  the  planting  of  new 
orchards  continue  at  the  present  rate;  and  still  further, 
we  want  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  apples  are 
no  longer  looked  on  as  a luxury  as  they  used  to  be  fifteen 
or  twenty  years  ago.  They  are  now  a necessity  and  their 
use  in  every  home  has  increased  one  hundredfold.  We 
have  not  supplied  our  own  market  yet  to  say  nothing  of 
the  European  markets,  a great  many  of  which  are  willing 
to  pay  almost  any  price  for  apples,  because  they  have  been 
unable  to  even  scratch  the  surface  of  the  demand  and 
apples  over  there  are  almost  unsecurable.  It  is  indeed  a 
bugaboo,  and  the  fruit  growers  who  are  in  touch  with  the 
situation  are  not  letting  it  give  them  a moment's  uneasiness.

There  has  been  a great  deal  of  talk  in  the  past  two  or 
three  years  about  the  overproduction  of  apples,  but  an 
investigation  conducted  by  several  leading  fruit  maga- 
zines in  the  country  brings  to  light  the  fact  that  apples 
are  not  being  overproduced  but  underproduced  and  that 
it  is  questionable  if  the  time  ever  comes  when  the  supply 
is  greater  than  the  demand.  Below  you  will  find  the 
opinions  of  two  of  the  .greatest  orchard  men  in  the  country 
today,  and  we  might  say  that  all  the  orchardists  who  were 
interviewed  on  this  subject  held  practically  the  same 
opinion. 

Dr.  J.  H.  Funk,  of  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania,  writing 
for  “The  Practical  Farmer,”  of  January  11,  1913,  says: 
“Never  in  the  history  of  our  country  has  there  been  so 
much  interest  manifested  as  to  the  future  outlook  of  the 
Apple  industry.  The  query  comes  from  every  side,  “Will 
there  be  an  overproduction  when  all  the  trees  planted  come 
into  bearing?’  Let  us  take  a survey  of  the  ground.  Fifteen 
years  ago  the  United  States  had  200,000,000  bearing  trees 
(Apple).  Since  the  rapid  spread  of  the  San  Jose  scale  and 
other  insects  and  fungus  diseases,  this  number  has  been 
reduced  to  about  150,000,000,  and  continues  on  the  de- 
crease, notwithstanding  the  large  orchards  being  planted 
in  different  states.  Why  is  this?  Because  for  every  tree 
planted  by  the  specialist  there  are  two  or  more  trees  that 
die  for  the  farmer.  Put  good  fruit  at  reasonable  prices, 
and  the  consumption  of  fruit  would  be  tripled,  and,  instead 
of  hearing  the  cry  of  overproduction,  there  would  be  a 
demand  far  beyond  what  can  be  produced  in  the  near 
future.” 

J.  A.  Cohill,  Manager  of  Tonoloway  Orchard  Company, 
Hancock,  Md.,  is  a man  who  looks  at  the  business  from  a 
thoroughly  practical  point,  and  his  opinion  is  given  in  the 
“Pennsylvania  Farmer,”  of  April  26,  1913:  “Were  we  to 
sell  our  eight  hundred  acres  of  Apple  trees  today,  tomorrow 
would  likely  find  us  planting  more  Apple  trees  on  our  other 
farms.  Have  the  numerous  agricultural  publications  been 
misleading  investors  upon  the  profits  in  Apple  culture? 
I don’t  think  so.  I believe  they  have  conscientiously 
warned  investors  that  capital,  time  and  patience,  as  well 
as  economy  of  labor  and  thorough  business  methods  are 
necessary  for  success  in  fruit-growing. 

“The  Apple  crop  will  increase  in  the  future,  that  we 
may  consider  almost  a certainty;  but  isn’t  the  population 
of  the  country  also  increasing  in  leaps  and  bounds?  By 
teaching  the  public  through  systematic  advertising  the 
value  of  Apples  as  a commodity,  the  two  hundred  different 
ways  of  preparing  them,  and  by  giving  them  the  quality, 
the  consumption  will  increase  rapidly.”

Flavor,  subacid.  Quality,  good  to  very  good.  It  is  appar- 
ently a meritorious  variety  that  ought  to  make  a good  show- 
ing on  the  market.  Its  form,  size  and  color  are  attractive. 

The  above  description  is  somewhat  technical  and  differ- 
ent from  that  used  in  ordinary  catalog  descriptions.  The 
peach  is  about  the  shape  and  size  of  Elberta.  This  makes 
it  a very  large  peach.  The  pit  is  rather  small,  making  the 
Berkmans  peach  a fat  peach  with  but  little  waste.  I was 
among  the  first  to  learn  the  value  of  the  Elberta  peach  and 
to  introduce  it  widely  to  the  public.  It  has  been  my 
pleasure  and  good  fortune  to  be  the  introducer  of  many 
valuable  new  fruits.  I am  greatly  pleased  with  the  thought 
that  I have  become  interested  in  this  new  yellow,  red 
cheeked  peach  of  large  size  and  fine  quality.

On  these  farms  we  have  houses  for  20  families,  and  the  nearest 
village  to  one  of  our  farms  is  made  up  almost  entirely  of  our 
employes.  We  have  extensive  buildings  for  storage  and  other 
purposes,  which  we  are  constantly  enlarging  to  meet  our  require- 
ments.
